‘Farmers’ net income has drop- 
ped 24 per cent in the last five 
years,”’ Pilcher asserts. “‘Every- 
thing he buys has gone up 30 | 
per cent. 

“Last year witnessed a fall of 
4 per cent in the national farm 
income—from $12.1 billion to $11.5 
billion—the lowest total since 1942. 

“Prices paid to farmers have 
dropped 16 per cent, and the 
farmer's share of consumer food 
spending has dropped from 47 
cents of the dollar to 39 cents in 
the last five years.” 

While all this has been going on, 
Pilcher points out, the govern- 
ment’s losses on farm price sup- 
ports are three and a half times 
greater than in all the 20 years 
before Benson took office. 

“The budget of the Agriculture 
Department has soared from less 
than $1.5 billion to $7 billion. 
Nearly 20,000 employes have been 
added to the payroll. 


FARM POPULATION 


“Surpluses have piled up, and 
three times as much corn is on 
hand now as when Benson took 
office,” Pilcher said. 

Meanwhile, the Georgian de- 
clares, the nation’s farm popula- 
tion has decreased by more than 
two million. 

“Farm debt has increased by |

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Unit System Test 
Will Be Welcomed 


Mayor Hartsfield of Atlanta has filed 
suit in U.S. District Court as a citizen 
against the county unit system in Geor- 
gia’s Democratic Party primary. 

He gave as his reasons the rapid 
changes and shifts in the population of 
Georgia since the last court test of the 
system which have further heightened the 
disparity in voting power between 
counties. 

The mayor has every right, as does 
every citizen, to bring such a suit and it 
is certainly in order that another test be 
held. As we said editorially Saturday, to 
test the system by putting independent 
candidates into the general election would 
serve no good purpose. 

The Constitution for years has con- 
sistently pointed out the growing inequi- 
ties which the system has brought about. 
We have done this as a matter of prin- 
ciple, being unable to defend the fact, for 
example, that a vote in Chattahoochee 
County is equal to almost 160 in Fulton 
County. 

But Fulton {is not the only county 
affected by the injustices of the system. 
Voters in dozens of counties have lost 
much of their political voice and represen- 
tation. It actually amounts to taxation 
without representation and becomes even 
more inequitable when one considers that 
the larger counties provide the bulk of 
the state's revenue. 

We cannot buy the argument either 
that this is a rural-urban matter. Geor- 
gia citizens are entitled to equal repre- 
sentation at the ballot box no matter 
where they may have to live in order to 
earn a living. 

Neither can we accept the argument 
that the unit system is necessary to pre- 
serve segregation. There are no unit sys- 
terns in Alabama, South Carolina or other 
Southern states. It has been retained in 
Georgia by politicians who find it a con- 
venient tool to maintain their power. But 
at the same time it has led to grave 
abuses, a weakened Legislature and 
wasteful government. 

The Constitution cannot accept the 
premise that any qualified. Georgia voter 
cannot be trusted at the ballot box nor 
that he is less qualified to express his 
views on election day than any other 
voter. 

Whether or not the courts accept jur- 
isdiction in this Case, the mayor has 
moved properly in questioning the sys- 
term's legality. We canot find any line of 
reasoning to justify this unjust restriction 
on the people's right to vote and to have 
their vote count equally with all others.

‘This Little Fellow’ Tore 


Heart Out of a Mountain 


Has man at last achieved that power 
formerly attributed 
power that can move mountains, level 
them and create seas where only deserts 
existed? Apparently he has. 


Now that the story is finally out about 
what happened in the mysterious under- 
ground A-bomb explosion in the Nevada 
Mountains last year, the potential for 
human betterment through use of atomic 
energy seems limitless. It is equaled only 
by its potential to destroy all that man 
has achieved during his centuries on 
earth. 


Dr. Willard F. Libby, acting chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, told a 
congressional committee last Thursday 
about the “tiny little atomic bomb.” 

“This little fellow (1.7 kilotons) broke 
400,000 tons of rock, crushed it up,” he 
said. 

All of this happened and the bomb 
was sealed up inside the mountain along 
with its radioactive power. 

This suggests, Dr. Libby pointed out, 
such possible developments as bringing 
water to arid areas, building vast and 
deep harbors where none existed before, 
creation of radioactive rocks for a vast 
number of uses. It could open up old 
oil fields and start them producing again. 

The human race still must face up to 
the challenge of whether it will destroy 
itself or whether it will go ahead to the 
greatest era in its history of eradicating 
poverty and disease. The old answers 
won't do. 

Diplomacy and thinking which fol- 
lowed us when we ceased residing in 
trees somehow must be replaced by a 
new philosophy which will enable us to 
control the atom without destroying our- 
selves. After all, no earthly creature— 
American, Russian or Chinese—owns the 
atom. And we no longer live in trees.

Undoubtedly, low- 
er prices would prove to have 
expansive benefits for economic 
activity generally. 

If needed readjustments are 
promptly made, the current re- 
cession may be moderate and 
short-lived and healthy revival 
should set in, progressing to new 
records of economic performance 
and new high levels of national 
well-being. 

But let us not be misled into 
vain hope this will come about 
without effort on the part of 
all of us, for much depends upon 
the speed with which needed re- 
adjustments are made.

ST. PETERSBURG—Casey Stengel and the Yan- 
kees were entertaining prominent visitors from Mil- 
waukee. the world champion Braves, and the largest 
exhibition audience in two years (7,872 paid) was 
crammed into Al Lang Field. The customers had come 
to see a rematch between last fall’s World Series foes 
and a likely spring preview of this year’s classic. 

Sail boats were darting in the bay behind the left-field fence 
and the sun was beaming brightly out of the clear blue sky. It was 
the type of day the Chamber of Commerce hasn't had much oppor- 
be P “ tunity to advertise this spring. 

Though the season opener is sever- 
al days away Professor Stengel already 
has achieved mid-season conversational 
form. In a somber mood when he bade 
good-by to the Braves last October, 
Stengel was in fine spirits as he con- 
ducted his daily press conference in 
front of the Yankee dugout. 

After all, it’s like the Professor had 
said that great day at the Stadium.

Holly Creek’s 
Arbor Day 


They tell me that in Nebraska, a state once practically devoid 
of trees, Arbor Day is a legal and very nearly a religious holiday. 
I can understand why. Planting a tree is a solemn thing. 

We had our Arbor Day at Holly Creek the other day. We 
planted two apple trees. 


With a mattock and a shovel we hacked holes in the dark 
rocky soil and packed the pale gold, thread-like roots in place. 
and as we steadied the leafless little trunks in the ground and 
pushed the dirt back, it seemed to me it was a kind of mystical 
moment calling for something special—the reading of scripture, 
somebody to recite Bryant’s ‘‘Planting of the Apple Tree” or a 
holy man to bless them. 


I got a bucket of creek water to water them and before we 
were ready to leave, the fine, slanting spring rain started falling 
again and I left content. It seemed like a proper kind of bene- 
diction on the planting of the trees. 

In a way those trees have a special blessing on them anyhow. 
Tom Webb, Gilmer County’s Johnny Appleseed, gave it to them. 

We stood in the rain in his field in a pretty little valley south 
of Ellijay and watched while his strong, capable hands deftly 
pruned and shaped the roots and branches. 

“They'll do,” he said, as he gave them to us. “You'll have ap- 
ples—maybe a few years after next from that one.” 

I held the tough, bare little stick of a tree between my hands 
and thought of its promise. Apples . . . imagine! 


The miracle of leaves and flowers and fruit from dumb litile 
sticks of trees is one that has engrossed Tom Webb since he was a 
child of 10. Fifty-three years ago he began working with apple 
trees. Thousands of his trees shade dooryards of mountain homes, 
fill fence corners with their fragrance in the spring and their fruit 
in the fall. Many north Georgia orchards got their first start from 
Tom Webb and sometimes at this season of the year city folks 
passing by Ellijay’s town square see Mr. Webb’s truck with a load 
of switch-like trees and stop and buy one—just from nostalgia. 


The Webbs came over the hills from North Carolina more than 
150 years ago and settled in the spot where Tom Webb and his 
wife, Grace, still live. The house, in fact, is the one those early 
settlers built, except for additions and modernization. 

We found the Webbs in a little building on the slope across the 
road from their house. They and a neighbor from down the road sat 
by the heater working swiftly, skillfully at that magical rite— 
grafting. I pulled up a rocker (a sweet old rocker that belonged 
to Mr. Webb’s grandmother) and they gave me a knife and a 
crabapple root and a branch from the old sugar apple tree in the 
orchard and showed me how to notch stem and root and wed and 
bind them together with a bit of sticky twine. (I planted that tree 
at Holly Creek, too, but it seems that it’s taxing faith almost too 
much to expect apples from it! ) 

As soon as the snow left the Webbs began the job of grafting, 
rushing to beat the surge of sap upward in the trees. They will 
be at it for weeks until they have used up the stack of crabapple 
roots which they imported from the state of Washington to marry 
to the branches of Yates and Winesaps and Golden Delicious and 
that special Gilmer tree which for the strange reason of euphony 
is called Detroit Red. 


“That tree was developed here,””’ Mr. Webb said. “It came 
from an old seedling tree that grew in the corner of a rail fence 
up at Mountaintown. The man that developed it called it Norga 
for north Georgia. But the name didn’t catch on so they changed 
it to Detroit Red. Folks seem to like that name better but it’s a 
Gilmer County tree just the same.” 


In my orchard it will be known as the Norga. I like to think 
of it as the descendant of that old fence corner seedling from up 
Mountaintown way. Mrs. Webb says it makes the best apple sauce 
and apple butter of any tree—and she has proof in a pantry so full 
of beautiful jars of fruits and jellies and preserves that it looks 
like Tiffany’s window. 

Before long I must go back and ask Mrs. Webb to show how 
she makes apple butter and apple sauce and dried apples. It would 
be disastrous to wait until my crop comes in and there I am with 
all those apples on my hands.
